York is celebrating the occasion with 
an exhibition (open und April 20) 
of some of the material from rcheir 
vast Gilbert and Sullivan Collec- 
tlan. The catalogue, Sir Arthur 
Sullivan: Compuser and Personage, 
deserves rather to be called a bouk. 
It wus written by the curator of the 
coliection, Reginald Allen, wha 
started picking up Sulllyan material 
himself fifiy years ago as τι Harvard 
undergraduatu. ‘The core of the 
callection is the Sullivan Fanutly 
Dupers ucquired with some diffi- 
culty and much diplomacy over u 
perlod of years. 


They were, luckily, o family of 
Noarders. δι] νει mother kept 
everything, from his first. baby-shirt 
to the letters he wrote to her two 
or three times weekly. After she 
died in 1882 he got them back and 
went on hoarding. The Pierpont 
Morgan archive holds some re- 
markable biographical material ; 
there are about 150 love letters 
from Rachel Scott Russell (“ Your 
little = Pussion Flower") and 
“several score” from her sister

concurrent affairs. He married 
nelther of them ; he murrled no- 
hedy, but enjoyed and later suf- 
fored from a long-lasting relacion- 
ship with Mrs Pierre Lorillard 
Ronalds.
